IfanillB, March 27. — The United 
8tat4» troops, under Brigadier 0«neral 

Lloyd Wheaton, (iiptiiied the town of 
Malinta, beyond the 'rultahan river, on 
Sunday, after a sharp tight. 

Colonel Harry C. £gt>ert ot the 
Twentjr-Mcond regular infantry was 
killed. Prince Loiwenatetn, formerly 
aide-de-camp on tbe Rtaff of Bri)i;u(lier 
General Miller at lloilo, somehow got 
in front of the firing line and was shot 
in the side, dying almost instantly. A 
Girioan who accompanied him was 
woiinded. 

The Americaa casualties were much 
lighter than thoae of Saturday, the to- 
tal loiaci thva far renorted since th( 




BRTOADIER CENERAt. WHEATON. 
engagenaent commenced being 4.') i<illcd 
and 145 wounded. General Wheaton en- 
tared Malinta, wl^ich is a small village 
of buta. at 1 o'clock p..m. 

The linited States cunboat Helena 
and other gunboats hale heen shelling 
Malabon. about a mile northwest of 
CaJoocan, for several hours. 

The Insurgents made a fierce resist- 
ance to the American advance up the 
railroad , at Malinta. In addition to 
the fatal wounding of Colonel Egbert, 
several men of the Twenty-second In- 
fantry and several of the Oregon and 
Kansas regiments were killed. 

Evidently anticipating a bombard- 
ment l)y the fleet, a thousand rebels 
vacated MaJabon. leaving a few to burn 
the town. General Wheaton's brigade 
stretched out along the railroad from 
Caloocan to the Tuliahan river. w;is 

powarlasa to prevent the withdrawal. 
MrlBg to tha natoral obataclea and to 

the strong opposition. A column of 
smoke at daybreak was the llrst inti- 
mation of the enemy's intentlona. but 
others followed at various points, all 
aooa blending In a dense, balloon- 
akapad oloud. Tbe flamea of burning 
rice mllla and large baU«lBgs could ba 
plainly seen from Calooeaa dsaplta the 
strong sunlight. 

DESTROYED THK TOWN 
By 1 o'clock in the morning the only 
building of importance not destroyed 
la tlia cantar of the town was a large 
itone chareli, but eran at noona treah 
stone church, but even at Boon fresh 

tires were started among the native 
huts In the outskirts of Malabon, al- 
though the general exodus took place 
much aarliar. Many of the rebels 
■OM^t refuge In the auburba of Navo- 
taa and Casac, or were driven inward 
by the shells of the Helena, Callao, 
Ningdapan and Laguna de Hay. 

In the meantime General Wheaton's 
brigade held the railroad to the river, 
but was unable either to repair the 
lirldge. which had been destroyed by 
the enemy, or to advance, owing to 
the oppositloo, and tha hill on ti.o 
other side. 

Cknaral Wheaton's headquarters was 
a half mil* aouth of the river, on the 
railroad. The oppoaita bank waa pro- 
tected by a blockhouse and Intrench - 
ments. Occasionally the artillery and 
Infantry flred acroee the stream. Fi- 
naJly the engineers moved a construc- 
tion train up to the bridge, the iron 
framework of which remained, and bc- 
nan to replace the floor. 

While this was going nn the Second 
Oregon regiment crossed the river on 
the left and the Twenty-second on 
the right, with four companlee of the 
Twenty- third Infantry supporting 



the latter r.-'i.'inient. A rising clear 
ground stretched away a distance of 
of half a mile to Malinta. altuatad on 
Its crest. 

In front of the village were strong 
Filipino IntrenchnientR. but no I'lll- 
plnos were to be seen. Apparently 
they had fled. The Twenty-second 
regiment approached diagonally, with 
General Wheaton and his staff close 
behind, and scouts closely obaarving 
the ground.

When the Americans were within 
about SOO yarda of the intrenchments 
the Filipinos suddenly volleyed 
heavily. The Twenty-second, which 
was holding the center, suffered con- 
siderably, btL with the Oregon men 
on the left and the Kansans on the 
rii^t la the woods, the flshtlng was 
kept up for half an hour, tbe Twenty- 
second Infantry advancing up the 
slope through the thick grass under 
tbe hottest fire. 

General Wheaton and his staff were 
ell the time under a rain of bulleta. 
Colonel Egbert, who was In the thick- 
est of the fighting, was shot in the 
abdomen. 

Though apparently their force was 
much smaller than that ot the Amer- 
icans, they had an immense advantage 

in position and in opportunity to re- 
treat. General MacArthur's advance 
guard, the Third artillery and the 
Twentieth Kansas regiment, joined 
General, Wheaton's brigade shortly af- 
ter Malinta waa taken. 

The s«ldlera were much exhausted, 
and there were several prostrations 
from the heat, which was intense. The 
(lead and wounded were collected In 
the shade of tbe trees and carried on 
stretchers by cbinesa acroaa thli river 

to the train. 

After lunch General MacArthur's dl 
vision advanced toward Polo. The 
Second Oregon regiment encountered 
1,000 Filipinos west of Malinta, who 
were retreating from Malabon. The 
enemy had taken up a position behind 
four rows of intrenchments, but waa 
driven out after an hoar's heavy fir- 
ing. One Oregonlaa waa killed and 
five were wounded. 

The Third artillery, acting a.^ in- 
fantry, with two guns of the Utah ar- 
tillery, and the Kansas had a sharp 
fight east of Malinta The Americans 
had but slight loaaea. Five Filipinos 
were found dead and several were 
taken prisoners. 

General MacArthur's division Is ad- 
vancing upon Polo along the railroad. 
As the bridge is destroyed and the 
river cannot be forded the advance Is 
temporarily checked. 



Oflslal From Ol'a. 

Washington, March 27.— The war de- 
partment has received the following 
Manilla cablegram General Otis: "Mac- 
Arthur has driven the enemy, strongly 
entrenched in large force, north of 
Polo: will continue to pres8>him. The 
insurgents have strong entrenchments 
from Caloocan to Mulolos, which have 
taken them months to construct. At- 
tacks on Hall and pumping atation 
easily repulsed. MacArtbur with mov- 
ing column has driven the enemy, but 
can not get In point north of Polo on 
account of roughness of country. Must 
strike railway sooth of that point. 
This will enable moat of Aguinaldo's 
troops to escape north. 

Washington, March 27.— The wrr de- 
partment received the following Man- 
illa cablegram from General Otis: 
"MacArthur's advance beyond New- 
canayan, two milea beyond PolOt' nine 
miles from Manilla and 16 miles from 
MaJolos. Rsilroad will be repaired to 
advan<e point Tuesday and troops sup- 
plied by cars. MacArthur will presi 
on Tuesday. He la now In open coun- 
try. Inaurgenita stoutly realating be- 
hind succeeding lines ot intrenchments 
from which troops continually drive 
them. Captain Krayenbuh, commis- 
sary lieutenant. Third artillery, nor* 
tally wounded." 

To stand at Malolo*. 

Manilla, March 27.— Tbe Filipinos 
are burning their atronghold at Mala- 
bon and their foreba are fleeing from 

the <'lty in the direction of Malolos. 
General MacArthur's division is push- 
ing toward MBlal>on. The insurgctits 

will make their last stand probably at 
Maloloa.

Bowling Green O., March 27.— John 
and Paul Zeltner are now in jail here. 
Peaceable methods finally prevailed. 

It Is doubtful If the capture would 
have been affected except for the fact 
that the Zeltners were nearly out ol' 
ammunition and they knew surrender 
was the only method of savldi)^ them- 
selves from an infuriated mob. 

The militia had planned to make a 
stand aliout daylight, the men being 
Stationed around tbe bouse to prevent 
the Zeltners from picking the men off. 
Several narrow escapes from bullets 
happened during the evening for the 
Zeltners, being German sharpshooters, 
were picking out and shooting at every 
one venturing within 500 yards. 

Ex-Sheriff Biggs of Bowling Grecit 
went to Hoytsville during the night to 
see Attorney Hood. whom, the Ze!t- 
ners wished to consult. Hood propj- 
ised to go to tbe bouse at daylight, 
but when the time came he refused 
to go. evidently fearing that tha Z^t- 
ners would aboot any one approaching 

the place. 

At 6:30 a. m. ex-Sherlff Biggs, ac- 
companied by a neighbor named 
Brown, started 'toward the house. They 

walked the distance alone. The Zelt- 
ners offered no resistance to their ap- 
proach and admitted them to the 
house. Mr. Biggs plainly told them 
that the militia waa ready to make an 
attack on the bouse and they would 
be compelled to surrender and they 
bad better give up peaceably. The 
Zeltners seemed not dispoeed at first 
to give up and stated' that they feared 
tbe mob. 200 of which remained outside 
the militia lines. They tried to induce 
.Mr. ISiggs lo accompany tlieni through 
the timber, but he refused, and they 
were told they would not be molested 
if they gave up their arms and ac- 
tonii);niied blm to Jail. 

After a half hcjur's talk they agreed 
and Sheriff Kingsbury was notified. 
He at once made arrangements to ac- 
cord the Zeltners the protection of th* 
militia and a special train was or- 
dered to Custer to convey them in jail. 

The Zeltners gave up their arms. 
Each was provided with a repeating 
rifie and a revolver. There were 75 
rounds of rifle anundbitlon and two 
boxes of revotrer cartrldfsa left in 
the house. 

The men were taken from the house 
and conveyed to the train, and under 
the protection of tbe militia and Sher- 
iff Kingsbury and deputies they were 
taken to the Bowling Gr«'en jail with- 
out molestation. A crowd of about 
1,000 people met the train, but there 
was no damonatratlOB. At tha Jail 
the Zeltners were very reticent, und 
did not care to talk of the matter, only 
saying that they regretted the death 
of Clarence Wettenmyer, who was kill- 
ed durlnv tha attack on tha bonae. 

WBOU AFFAIR PRKMEDITATED 
Developments since the capture of 

John and Paul Zeltner indicate that 
they not only deliberated over the 
bloody defiance of law, but also pre- 
pared for it by having a large stock 
of ammunition in their residence, two 
miles from Hoyt's Corners E H 
Westenbaver, ex-solicitor of North 
Baltimore, bad been their attorney in 
numerous cases and sued them for 
hia faea. ,The Ju^ and witnesses had 
been sworn beforf Justice Burgoon 
in th^township house at Hoyt's Cor- 
ners, in Westenbaver's suit to recover 
fees, when Paul Zeltner demanded 
soma papera of Westenbaver and at- 
tempted to take them from hia pocket. 
John Zeltner then Joined in demand- 
ing the papers and Immediately fired 
the fatal shot that killed Westen- 
baver. 

As tbe Zeltners had their horses 
ready fbr mounting and escape. It is 

thought that they had arranged to get 
Westenbaver into a fight for the pur- 
pose of "doing him up." The Zeltners 
kept up their firing till they mounted 
their horaaa and continued it as hun- 
dreds of cltisans pursued them for two 
miles to their residence .\fter they 
reached their house they kept up a 
constant tiring during the rest ot the 
day and during the night. They not 



only went to the trial lnlly armed, 
but they had ammunition at home for 
continued fusillades and still had left 
a large stock on hand. 

While the feeling is intenae around 
North Baltimore on account of the 
murder of Westenbaver, it is equally 
intense around Hoyt's Crrners on ac- 
count of the killing of Cwlr neighbor, 
Clarence Weld meyer, who was with the 
sheriff's posse. When Weldmeyer 
fell valley after volley was poured 
into the crowd from the upper story 
of the Zeltner bouse and the Zeltners 
knew they were firing on their neigh- 
bors as well as on the sheriff and his 
deputies. Before the arrival of trOops 
during the night a cannon used in 
shooting oil tanks when they are on 
nre and a iiuantlty of nitroglycenu 
had been secured, so that there would 
have been trouble after sunrlaa If tha 
troops had not arrived. 

The Zeltner brothers and thefr fhtt- 
illes were no doubt saved by the 
prompt ai rival of troops under tht» 
orders of Governor Bushnell. The 
troops stood between the firing from 
the hoaae and the enraged ^ crowds, 
and not only captured the daaperadoe<^ 
but also prote( ted them from violence 
all the way from the southern boun- 
dary of this county to the jail here 
a distance ot over 20 miles, with ex- 
( itement at tha hlghaat pitch all alwag 

tlie route. 

In loiiniifion with the participation 
of the two wcmen and four children 
in the Zeltner barricaded house. It is 
stated as further proof of deliberation 
that the Zeltners tranafarred their 
farms and other property on Friday 
to .Mrs. John Zeltner.
